Nigerien officials, including President Tandja, may have 
conspired to arrange a uranium sale to Iraq, neither Tandja nor 
key officials of his government, who desire good relations with 
the United States and other donors, would risk jeopardizing 
these ties by pursuing such a deal. Moreover, France controls 
the uranium industry in Niger and reportedly would take action 
to block the sale. 
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
